TBLIC MISLEAD: The present semi-official propaganda line that 
Moscow is making peace overtures because of the success of our 
military-directed get-tough policy is flagrantly false and misleading. 

IN WESTERN EUROPE the Marshall dollars have been able 
to stem the tide of the Communist threat, by restoring trade and bolster- 
ing the old status quo. But even that will not long endure unless eco- 
nomie reforms are soon brought about in Italy, France and other such 
areas. But aside from the success of the Marshall plan, which is a non- 
military foree, we have achieved little, have actually suffered great losses 
— as in China, where, after pouring in billions in guns and military sup- 
plies, the Nationalist regime collapsed when our Government finally got 
cold feet and decided it wouldn’t pour in any more. 

IN GREECE we have sunk huge sums with negative results. For 
political purposes the Administration has been compelled to trumpet our 
adventures in Greece as a “conspicuous success,” yet even President 
Truman has admitted that since our military aid in Greece began the 
number of Communist guerrillas has almost doubled, the number of civil- 
ian refugees — an indication of the Communist-breeding distress of the 
country — has jumped from 100,000 to 700,000! 

THE BERLIN FIASCO, brought about by top-flight blundering, 
has only been kept from defeat by the amazing skill and daring of thou- 
sands of low rank and middle rank airmen, although the top brass and 
politicians also try to squirm into the limelight. 

The real story about Berlin is still being suppressed. Before the 
stalemate became complete we must remember that the two leading of- 
ficials of the United Nations, Dr. Herbert A. Evatt, Australia, president 
of the General Assembly, and Trygve Lie, secretary general of the UN, 
appealed to both the U. S. and Russia to resume direct negotiations over 
the crisis in Germany. Our Government refused, though support for such 
a step came from the UN as well as from many of the smaller nations 
which have in most instances stood by the American position. But eva- 
sion and suppression have obscured the fact that it was our own govern- 
ment which refused to continue negotiations with Russia over Berlin. 

STILL MORE REVEALING: William Shirer has subsequently 
revealed on documentary evidence that our own military leaders were 
even reporting progress in Berlin negotiations when top brass and po- 
litical chiefs in Washington ordered negotiations broken off. From the of- 
ficial record of the conversation between the three western military gov- 
ernors of Berlin and the Soviet Commander General Sokolofsky, Mr.

In Britain: In spite of the wide- 
spread American opposition to the 
British public health experiment. 
the news of the success of that un- 
usual innovation has broken over 
all these barriers and the American 
people are beginning to hear of its 
achievements. The New York 
Times has even said that the new 
Government Health Service “is 
working almost too well.” The 
United Press has also declared that 
“all organized opposition among 
medical men has been routed. Of 
Britain’s 23,000 doctors only 10 
per cent still refuse to participate 
in this system.” Many others are 
grumbling about overwork, but 
they are cooperating and doing 
very well financially. Almost all 
of Britain’s people have signed up 
in the system, according to the 
United Press report. They are free 
to choose their own doctors, and 
doctors are free to accept or reject 
patients. The reason it is said that 
the system is working too well is 
because many Britishers who in the 
past have not been able to afford 
any medical care have now availed 
themselves of it, and hospitals and 
reception rooms have been crowded 
and all facilities drained.

We" DO NOT STAND ALONE in this realization that our diple- 

macy is being perverted by militarism. Several noted and ceoura- 
geous voices have tried to speak up against the current tide of militaristic 
propaganda. Sumner Welles recently stated that the subordination of 
our diplomacy to military direction was playing directly into the Jong 
range plans of the reds and “making our peace efforts futile.” 

The eminent diplomat continued: “We face an increasingly dan- 
gerous trend in the growing control of our foreign policy by . the 
armed services and the preponderant intluence that the professional mili- 
tary mentality is exercising . on our diplomacy.” 

John Foster Dulles recently stated that we are even “exaggerating 
the percentage of our national income that ean be diverted into our mili- 
tary establishment.” Mr. Dulles pointed out that there was some risk of 
war, but that the over-emphasis of the military had become a danger 
and the lack of unity in our armed services is such that “it seems as 
though each branch wants to be strong enough so that if there is war 
it can win it alone.” 

C. L. Suzberger of the N. Y. Times, describing eminent persons 
in Washington who are not in agreement with the rigid military ap- 
proach to Russia, said, “this group argues ‘why should we get so in- 
volved beyond our capacities? Let’s let Russia make that mistake’.” 
James P. Warburg, noted economist and banker, in speaking: re- 
cently of the contradiction between the Marshall plan and our military- 
dominated foreign policy, said, “we are trying to gallop off in two differ- 
ent directions.” He further commented that the Marshall plan was being 
undermined by our military projects and that by inciting Europe to 
arm and to cooperate with us in building armed walls around Russia we 
were not only increasing fears and tensions, but we were hastening the 
utter and absolute economic collapse of the very Europe we sought to aid.

Representation: A large pro- 
portion of the Vatican’s income 
is drawn from American sources. 
The College of Cardinals is the 
controlling force that shapes Vati- 
ean policy in action. What place 
does America have in that import- 
ant group,—the College of Cardi- 
nals? A recent tabulation of the 
membership of the Cardinals 
group reveals that, of the 57, only 
four come from America. The re- 
maining are divided as follows: 21 
are Italians, 3 are German, 6 are 
French, 2 are Spanish, 2 are Pol- 
ish, 1 is a Belgian, 2 are Portu- 
guese, 1 is Austrian, 2 are Argen- 
tines, 2 are from other parts of 
eastern Europe, 1 is Canadian, 1 
Dutch, 2 Brazilians, 1 Austrialian, 
1 Chilean, 1 Peruvian, 1 Cuban, 1 
English, 1 Hungarian, 1 Chinese. 
These figures explain. why there is 
a quiet movement among Catholic 
laymen in America to promote a 
greater share of American influ- 
ence in shaping Vatican policy 
through a larger recognition of the 
American voice in the College of 
Cardinals. 

Thyssen, the big German in- 
dustrialist who financed Hitler’s 
rise to power, is a Roman Catholic. 
He wrote a book some time ago 
entitled “I Paid Hitler” and in 
that volume he deseribed how the 
present Pope Pius XII as the 
papal nuncio used his influence to 
help bring Hitler to power. 

Inconsistent: Although Italy’s 
population is claimed to be 99.6 
per cent Catholic, — in the recent 
national election 31 per cent of the 
people voted Communist. “There 
are more Communists in Catholic 
Italy in proportion to the popula- 
tion than in any other country in 
the world, not excluding Russia,” 
says The Converted Catholic 
Magazine.

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Some people feel that the best way to establish a peaceful 
world is through the building of armaments. But when you follow 
that pattern far it becomes a very uneasy uncertain hope. Men 
have seldom armed for a war they didn’t have. So, while arm we 
must, let us not deceive ourselves that peace can come by it. We 
arm for defense but not for peace. Diplomacy is the hope of many 
other people. But diplomacy has too often been the hand maiden 
of war. Diplomacy has frequently become another word for du- 
plicity. No, the world has found little peace through its guns and 
diplomats. Peace has come chiefly through the hearts of good 
men. Peace is the product of goodness and faith, just as war is the 
sum total of evil. High above all human efforts stand the teach- 
ings of Christ as the creator of more goodness and faith in the 
world than any other force known in history. It is man’s highest 
hope — in many respects it is man’s only hope.

Mediterranean through Italy and southern Africa, which had been the 
alternative plan favored by our more moderate military and which would 
not have been such an absolute thrust of aggression on our part. But our 
extremists had their way, and when the Russians countered their pres- 
sure through the north flank to Berlin, our own military diplomats de- 
cided to get tough and snap off negotiations, — instead of endeavoring 
to negotiate the situation by patient bidding and compromise, as any 
group of American business men would have done. And so we were left 
at the brink of war. The American people are being dangerously misled 
by a few military-minded men in and out of uniform, who are in high 
places and who are unable to think and plan except in terms of the 
rigid, unimaginative military concept. 


UNS AND DOLLARS: As we have reported before, there is a dis- 
tressing evidence that such a policy is being formed in league with 
powerful business interests in America and throughout the western world. 
For example, the Dutch Empire force, closely linked with Dutch, 
British and American oil and rubber interests, were suddenly and quite 
mysteriously able to appear on the scene in Indonesia with vast supplies 
of American arms and American money although the same Dutch forces 
had quickly capitulated in the face of Japanese assaults and remained 
for the most part unarmed and impotent during the war. 

There is also the fact that many of our important figures in diplo- 
macy and military planning have been and still are intimately connected 
with great financial houses that are in turn closely associated with rub- 
ber, oil and tin monopolies in the Near and Far East. For instance, Sec- 
retary of Defense Forrestal and his chief assistant, General Draper, 
have both been important officials in the Wall Street firm of Dillon Reed 
and Co. — the corporation associated with the financial affairs of the oil

And to 
tell these people they have the right 
to vote, when they have but one 
slate of directors from which to 
choose, and a hand picked one at 
that, is no more convincing than 
for the Communists to say they 
have democracy in Russia.” These 
are strong words coming from a 
defender of big business policy in 
this country,—and they substan- 
tiate the frequent reports we have 
run that the corporations of Amer- 
ica frequently use the widespread 
ownership of their stocks as a 
blind behind which they may carry 
on their financial manipulations. 

The effort years ago by busi- 
ness leaders to create a more wide- 
spread ownership of corporation 
and industrial stocks was a wie 
move. Even though this develop- 
ment has been abused by some, it 
still remains an instinctive effort 
on the part of American leaders 
of a generation ago to give a wider 
economic base to the American eco- 
nomic system. The betrayal of this 
development has not robbed it of 
its place in America’s economic 
evolution. The only way we can pre- 
serve our system of capitalism and 
free enterprise is by making real the 
doctrine of democracy in our eco- 
nomic system.
